16, reports that the Pandora arrived safe 
auld sound at Portemoutd this afternoon, 
after an adventurous and eventful voy- 
age on the Arctic seas. The Pandora 
arrived safely at Disco, and left shes POS 
on the 7th of August, reaching Uper. 
navik in time to leave there on the 13th. 


MELVILLE BAY. 


After sailing from the port of Uper- 
navik, the Pandora poche the dreaded 
Melville bay without any a Con- 
trary tothe previous expectation, the 
usual fields of pack ice were not visible, 
and almost aclear sheet of water was 
found, consequently the e was 
made in good time, and in smooth water.

ICE ENCOUNTERED. ‘ 

There being nothing further to be deve 
at the island, Captain You ‘decided to 
steer for Lancaster sound; and on reach- 
ing that point, encountered for the first 
time ice floes. So great wasthe pressure 
of the floating ice that it was with great 
difficulty that the Pandora was forced on 
its way. 

THROUGH BARROW'S STRAITS. 

Despite the difficulty of the passage, 
Captain Young succeeded in traversing 
the entire length of Rarrow’s strait, 
making the passage in time. The Pan- 
dora’s progress was then impeded by a 
dense and blinding fog, which was so 
thick and impenetrable that men four feet 
from each other were invisible. 


BEECHEY ISLAND. 


As soon as the steamer Pandora ar- 
rived at anchorage off Beechey island, 
several of the offiecrs and crew went 
ashcre and made an examination of the 
buildings. They found a storehouse 
built for the benefit of sailors or casta- 
ways of ice bound vessels. Oa entcring 
the building they found the clothing and 
provisions left there to be in a state of 
terrible confusion. Everything of & 
movable nature was scattered about in a 
most strange manner. At first it seemed 
to be the act of human beings, but on 
further investigation the Pandora people 
became satisfied that the destruction of 
the stores had been accomplished by po- 
lar bears, as the tracks of these animals 
were visible in every direction, both in- 
side and outside the building. 

THE @RAVES OF SIR JOHN'S MEN. 


One of the discoveries made by the 
P.ndora’s officera was that the head- 
boards over the graves of Sir John Frank- 
Jin’s men, who were lying buried there, 
were still standing upright, and in good 
preservation. 

PEEL SPR ATTs 

On the 26th of Atigtist, the Pandora 
steamed away from Beechy island for 
Peel strait; and then came the most 
critical period of the entire voyage, for 
the steamer encountered vast tielcs of 
pack ice, which made the passege of the 
vesse!] most difficult aod Mberious. In 
struggling through thé pack ice, the 
Pandora steadily werked her way on- 
ward, and despite difficulty soon passed 
the fartherest point reached by the Fox, 
when McClintoch was in rearch of 
Franklin’s relics. 

KING WILLIAM'S LAND. 

Soon after reaching this point, the 
Pandora neared the island known as 
King William’s Land, thus navigating a 
sea where no ship was ever before except 
that of Sir John Franklin. At this time 
most intense excitement prevailed among 
the officers and members of the expedi- 
tion, as it was expected that sometbin 
important was at ee Many believe 
that they would bejsure to discover 
traces of Franklin’s{ expedition, and 
PAS VRAIS LU Ake Csi eleh Ns 
allv they would make Behrings strait. 

ROQUETTE § LAND. 

In this however theyywere disappoiat- 
ed, Roquette’s islang@ was discovered 
ahead. It was then c@nsidered probable 
that the vessel wou'd He able to reach 
Beliot’s strait. 

THE ICY BARRIER. 


Asthe steamer moved forward, all 
hands were gaziog eagerly ahead to the 
southward; but on reaching Roquette is- 
land, the officers and men saw the edges 
of a solid pack of ice, which stretched 
across the strait from side to side in one 
unbroken expanse of pammock ice. The 
pack blocked the entrance to Bellot’s 
straits. It was thissame pack of icethat 
stopped Capt. McClintock onthe Fox; 
so there was no hope of a speedy move- 
ment of the icy barrier. 

THE RETURN. 

The Pandora stayed at this point un- 
til the 7th of September, when, finding 
that no further progress was possible, 
Capt. Young and his officers saw that 
they must decide either to remain through 
the winter inthe ice or return. After 
mature consideration, it was decided to 
be useless to remain in winter quar- 
ters, and that it would be far better to 
return next year. The return journey 
was full of difficulties, as the ice was 
rapidly forming, and the passage of the 
Pandora was a constant series of exciting 
scenes and narrow escapes from moving 
ice floes. 

DISPATCHES FROM CAPT. NARES. 

Finally, estaping through Peel strait, 
the ice still rapidly forming and accumu- 
lating, the steamer at length reached 
Carn’s islandin safety. There Captain 
Young found the long looked for dis- 
patches from Capt. Nares for the British 
admiralty. From Melville bay the home- 
ward voyage was most uneventful. The 
dreaded bay once safely passed unbarm- 
ed, the Pandora steamed direct to Eng- 
land and arrived safely in port. 

Captain Young reports that from the 
prevalence of north wifids there fs abun 
dant promise :hat Capt. Narcs will prove 
successful. Should the expectations of 
the Pandora’s commander be verified, 
Capt. Nares will proceed to the highest 
latitude possible.

Barnum’s Early Days.

A friend who knew Mr. Barnum of 
old, has accidentally discovered among 
some old papers of abont 1831 and 
shown us the following curiou3 card:

That was probably in about the year 
1830 or 1881, preceding Barnum’s advent 
in the cureer of a showman, with “Old 
Joyce Heth.” He had just been treated 
to sharp persecution here in his native 
state, for his liberality in matters of re- 
ligious belicf. Until about 1828 or 1829 
it was not competent for a universalist 
to testify in 3s ‘court of law 
here in Comnecticut. The Times 
battled for a change in the law, and 
to good effect, too; and in Fairfield 
county Mr. Barnum, with his Herald of 
Freedom, did effective, if somewhat vio- 
ient, service in the same direction, and 
for his attack an Judge Daggett and the 
court’s decisions he was arrested and put 
in the Danbury jail. He served out his 
sentence, and then went to New York, 
where it seems he eet out as the keep- 
er of a boarding house, A few years 
later he conceived the brilliant idea 
of launching eut into the show- 
man’s business, a career for which 
nature had petal uliarity and pre 
eminently endowed him than any other 
man, before or siace.

PINNEY’S FRAUDS. 
The Rascal’s Flight to Pera with 
his Mistress—Investigation by the 
Navy Department.

Ta order to ascertain the extent of the 
Pinney frauds, the navy department at 
Washington has sent to this city an in- 
spector, or more properly speaking a de- 
tective, and since his arrival he has suc- 
ceeded in making some of the contract- 
ors, who had laid the flattering unction 
to their souls that they had been over- 
looked, feel decidediy uncomfortable.
